For Nixon 
Resignation Is 
'A Possibility' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon's 


closest aide, White House Chief of Staff Al- 
exander M. Haig Jr., held a private, hour-long 
meeting with Vice President Gerald R. Ford 
today as demands mounted for Nixon to resign. 


The meeting in Ford's office was requested 


by Haig, said Ford's press secretary, Paul 
Miltich. 


Miltich said the two men "exchanged views 


on the current situation" but refused to elabo- 
rate. 


Earlier, White House sources acknowledged 


that a presidential resignation remains a pos- 
sibility. 


The President has already made the decision 


to resign, the Providence (R.I.) Journal Bul- 
letin reported today. 


Quoting "a reliable source close to the 


President," the newspaper said Nixon "has 
come to the conclusion that the national in- 
terest may best be served by his resignation, 
irrespective of the massive injustice com- 
mitted against him that prompted his painful 
decision on his part." 


The source said, "I can tell you that the 


decision is irrevocable." 


The news story described the prospect of 


resignation in terms much more certain than 
those used by White House sources who 
discussed it in terms of possibility. 


"Sure it is — all options are open," said one 


source. 


Another agreed, saying that despite Nixon's 


vow to his cabinet Tuesday that he has no in- 
tention of resigning "the situation is fluid. We 
don't know what is going to happen." 


The sources' comments in interviews 


reflected the clearly perceptible mood of un- 
certainty cloaking the corridors and cubby 
holes where the President's men work. 


One after another, Nixon aides responded 


with a sigh or a shrug of their shoulders when 
asked what could or would happen next. 


Some said they thought the wave of 


resignation and impeachment demands would 
subside. Others weren't too sure and privately 
were glum about the President's chances of 
clinging to the nation's highest office. 


Presidential spokesmen did little to dispell 


the mood of uncertainty when they stopped 
short of ruling out a possible Nixon resignation. 


Resignation demands mounted Tuesday, 


especially among congressional Republicans in 
the mushrooming reaction to Nixon's dual, 
damaging disclosures Monday that he tried two 
years ago to thwart a major phase of the FBI's 
Watergate investigation, and that he withheld 
this information from Congress and his own 
lawyer. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren 


skirted direct answers to reporters who 
pressed him repeatedly to say flatly that Nixon 
would not resign. 


Finally, Warren said, "He does not intend to 


resign." 


Rather, the spokesman said, Nixon intends to 


"see that the business of the people continues ... 
as we move through the 
constitutional 


process." 


By constitutional process, Warren said he 


meant a Senate impeachment trial. 


But he dodged questions on whether the 


"constitutional process" might include in- 
voking the 25th Amendment, which sets 
procedures for a president to temporarily step 
aside if unable to carry out the duties of office. 


Warren said that when Nixon met Sunday 


with his closest aides at Camp David, Md., 
there was no discussion of using the 25th 
Amendment to install Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford as acting chief executive until completion 
of a Senate trial. 


But the spokesman confirmed what other 


White House sources disclosed Monday night — 
that Nixon again considered during the 
weekend whether to resign. 


"Obviously, the President did not choose that 


course," Warren said. 


Instead, Nixon issued a statement and made 


public the partial transcripts of three more 
White House tape recordings disclosing his 
attempt to sidetrack the FBI investigation of 
his campaign committee's bankrolling of the 
Watergate burglars. 


Then, on short notice, Nixon summoned his 


cabinet to a Tuesday White House meeting 
where participants said he told them he "in- 
tends to stay on and allow the Constitution to be 
the overriding factor." 
Republican Senators 
Ask for Resignation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Several Republican 


senators have contacted President Nixon and 
urged him to resign, Sen. Edward Brooke, R- 
Mass., said today. 


"The message has been sent 
to the 


President," Brooke told reporters. "To my 
knowledge no response has been received." 


Brooke refused to identify the senators who 


contacted Nixon. 


He said he believes resignation has always 


been a "viable option" for the President during 
his Watergate troubles. 


"I think he is considering it more clearly now 


than at any other time," Brooke said. 


Sente Republican Leader Hugh Scott said, 


meanwhile, that Nixon has removed any 
presumption that he is innocent of complicity in 
the Watergate cover-up, and the question re- 
maining is "his degree of accountability." 


As top Senate Republicans prepared to meet 


to decide whether to send a delegation to warn 
Nixon he faces the growing likelihood of con- 
viction in an impeachment trial if he does not 
resign, Scott told reporters: 


"I have frequently stated the President, was 


entitled to a presumption of innocence. That 
preumption has now been removed by his 
statemement. But we still are faced with the 
question of his degree of accountability." 


Scott referred to a statement issued by Nixon 


on Monday in which he admitted he ordered top 
White House aides to thwart a key phase of the 
FBI's investigation of the Watergate break-in 
just six days after the burglary occurred.

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Humane Society Presents QQG Will Remain 
9 Grievances on Shelter Manpo W6r Sponsor

Samuels of the Navarro County 
Humane Society listed nine 
"grievances" concerning the 
city's animal shelter. 


The complaints include lack 


of hot water and heat at the 
shelter, improper diets for the 
impounded 
animals, 
no 


facilities for cats, and lack of 
training for animal wardens. 


Mrs. 
Samuels 
said 
the 


humane society believes most 
of the city's problems with 
animal overpopulation can be 
corrected through enforcement 
of an animal control ordinance. 


Such an ordinace would in- 


clude strict enforcement of the 
local leash law, provide for 
citations to owners of unleashed 
animals, and make sterilization 
of all animals adopted from 
public and private 
shelters 


mandatory. 


MRS. 
SAMUELS said the 


city's animal shelter "is a 
modern facility with drainage 
gutters," but "when the pens 
are washed, the fecal matter 
and urine is disposed of by 
passing through a sewer pipe to 
an open ditch running along 12th 
Street 30 or 40 feet from the 
shelter." 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said this is not true. He said the 
drainage from the pens goes 
directly into the sewer system. 
The open ditch is an extension of 
a storm drain 
serving the 


downtown area. 


Ballenger said the animal 


shelter was built without any 
construction funds budgeted by 
the city, because 
the 
city 


"simply didn't have the money 
to do it." He said he strongly 
feels "we will continue to im- 
prove." 


THE CITY manager said he 


feels it would be less than fair to 
say that conditions at the 
shelter and throughout the city 
have not improved considerably 
during the past year. 


Ballenger said he does not 


believe the city's two animal 
wardens are ready at this time 
to issue citations 
for free- 


roaming dogs to owners. Police 
Chief Don Massey confirmed 
that opinion. 


Massey said police officers do 


issue citations, and the animal 
wardens are being trained now 
to do so. 


Ballenger said efforts to clean 


the pens at the shelter twice a 
day and do general upkeep and 
maintenance chores is essen- 
tially a fulltime job for one man. 
This means only one animal 
warden can be freed to patrol 
streets and answer calls. 


HE SAID as city manager he 


personally tries to visit the 
animal shelter two or three 
times a week and maintains 
contact with local veterinarians 
concerning its operations. 


John L. Harper, Corsicana 


veterinarian, said he thinks the 
city has done a "good job" at 
the shelter. He said animal 
overpopulation faces the entire 
nation, but the animal wardens 
"are doing a real good job" at 
this time. 


He said the men need help 


from citizens in curtailing the 
number of animals, because 
they cannot take care of the 
problem alone from the stand- 
point of operating the shelter 
efficiently. 


Mrs. Samuels said the most 


humane way to reduce the 
animal overpopulation problem 
is to enforce the leash law. Also, 
she said, training is available 
for the animal wardens to better 
equip them for their duties.

Youngblood 


said she believes the leash law 
should be strictly enforced, and 
noted Ballenger has increased 
emphasis on its enforcement. 
The city manager has also 
requested the assistance of 
citizens in either keeping their 
pets penned or on a leash. 


Mrs. Samuels said licensing 


fees should reflect the expenses 
of animal control programs, 
including shelters, mandatory 
sterilization of adopted animals 
and cleaning up "animal lit- 
ter." 


She said citizens should be 


made aware of the seriousness 
of the overpopulation of animals 
and 
"control 
their 


breeding." The 
humane 


society wishes to emphasize the 
"humane aspect" of the local 
animal problem, according to 
Mrs. Samuels. She urged the 
commission to consider the 
matter in that respect. 


BALLENGER 
said 
he 


realizes the city "has a long 
way to go" in bringing con- 
ditions concerning animals to 
where they should be. He added, 
as he had previously promised, 
there will be heat and hot water 
at the shelter before the winter 
months. 


He said indications that a gas 


line could be tapped near the 
shelter proved incorrect and the 
city did not have the money last 
year to install the necessary 300 
feet of gas line. It will be done 
this year, he said. 


MRS. SAMUELS also said the 


humane society has "no in- 
tention of bringing a lawsuit 
against the city" if conditions at 
the shelter do not improve. 


"This 
was 
a 
misun- 


derstanding 
of words," she 


concluded. "We are not in the 
lawsuit business." 


Mrs. 
Samuels 
was 
ac- 


companied by a number of 
members of the society. One, 
who was not identified from the 
floor, said the conditions at the 
shelter were "deplorable." 


MRS. SAMUELS also said 


that a representative from the 
regional branch of a national 
humane society would be glad 
to train the local animal war- 
dens here for several days for 
$50 a day plus expenses. 


She said he would be here in 


August. 
She 
said 
humane 


society officials would visit with 
Ballenger when he arrived to 
see if the city wanted his help.

lengthy debate on whether 
Navarro College or Community 
Services should administer one 
segment of the program. 


AT PRESENT COG is the 


prime sponsor, and the Hunt 
County School board is the 
administering 
agency. 


Everyone who spoke Tuesday 
indicated agreement that they 
wanted 
a 
Navarro 
County 


organization to be the local 
administrator. 


Comm. Bob Scott voiced the 


motion to let the Council of 
Governments contract directly 
with the state for program 
funds, with the city retaining 
the right to designate the local 
adminstrative agency. 


Seconded by Comm. Jim 


Lightfoot, the motion was ap- 
proved with an affirmative vote 
by the two commissioners and 
Mayor Sue Youngblood. Comm. 
H.R. Stroube abstained from 
voting 
and 
Comm. 
P.D. 


Fullwood did not attend the 
Tuesday night meeting. 


IMAJEAN Newell, the COG 


director of the 1973 Manpower 
Program, said because of the 
majority of the population in 
Navarro County is concentrated 
in Corsicana, the city's decision 
will carry more weight than the 
county 
commissioners' 
in 


determining the prime sponsor 
of the program. 


She said the Comprehensive 


Employment 
Training 
Act 


under which the Manpower 
Program was funded provided a 
channel of funding which will 
originate 
with 
the 
U.S. 


Department of Labor, go to the 
state, the prime sponsor, and 
then the local administrative 
agency. 


"MAYBE

COG," Scott said. "Most of the 
time the COG has worried more 
about the large counties to the 
north of Navarro and we've 
always been the tailend of the 
dog with ticks and no way to get 
them off". 


Members ot the audience who 


spoke against staying with COG 
and 
favored 
contracting 


directly with the state included 
Dean Milkes and Delma Ware. 
Milkes is a former board 
member of Community Ser- 
vices Inc. CSI was the local 
agency to last administer the 
Manpower Program 
in 1972 


when it was based in Navarro 
County. Ware is a present CSI 
board member. 


MILKES ASKED Mrs. Newell 


to provide the statistics by 
which 
COG 
operated 
the 


program but Comm. Stroube 
said there was no need to go into 
that aspect. 


Stroube later abstained from 


voting on the issue because he 
said "there's a lot we haven't 
heard about this program, and I 
don't know enough about it to 
vote." 


Ware told the City Com- 


mission he felt the intent of 
deciding whether to contract 
with COG was to cut out some of 
the 
bureaucratic 
agencies 


between the money and those 
for which it was intended. 


Mrs. Newell said that if the 


city contracted directly with the 


state they would be responsible 
for developing all the program 
plans, 
reading 
and 


familiarizing themselves with 
all the program guidelines, and 
providing statistics to support 
their plans. She said that COG 
has used less than half of the 
$18,000 
allotted 
for 
ad- 


minstrative costs and will issue 
all checks, and stand the initial 
audit of the program. 


ALTHOUGH 
THE 
com- 


mission was scheduled to decide 
whether to remain with COG, 
spokesmen 
for 
two 
local 


agencies aired their views on 
who should be awarded the 
Work Experience sector of the 
Manpower 
Program. 
COG 


proposed that Navarro College 
administer it. 


County Judge Rob Dunn cited 


findings from the Department 
of Labor which he said in- 
dicated that Community Ser- 
vices should not be the local 
Manpower sponsor. He said he 
favored Navarro College. 


In answer to the judge's 


findings, 
Jerome 
Vacek, 


executive director of CSI, said 
his agency had been designated 
to administer many federally 
funded programs and never 
asked any city to reimburse 
anyone for any error. (See 
separate stories below on both 
Dunn and Vacek's comments.) 


The Commission will later 


designate the local sponsor, but 
did approve part of the COG's 
Manpower plan for Navarro 
College.

Cites 'Audit Exceptions' 
Dunn: Labor Dept. Won't Go With CSI

misappropriated or misused by 
not following the guidelines of 
the Manpower Program. He 
said that his conscience could 
not let him allow the City 
Commission to designate an

program without bringing the 
Department of Labor's findings 
to the attention of the Com- 
mission. 


"AS COUNTY judge I am 


going to be hard-pressed to feel 
that I can stick the taxpayers 
with 
the

bursement of misappropriated 
funds with an organization such 
as this (CSI). 


"I feel that the services will 


be taken care of through ad- 
ministration by the Navarro 
College," Dunn said. He said 
that if at anytime the college 
wanted to hire CSI's services 
Dr. 
Kenneth 
Walker, 
NC 


president, could see to it that 
the program guidelines were 
adhered to "and will scrutinize 
the operation very closely." 


The judge said that although, 


he did not have documentation 
for other audit exceptions than 
those he named he has been told 
that CSI had experienced many 
others 
when 
they 
were 


monitored previously. 


"In fact the Department of 


Labor will no longer do business 
with CSI." 


"THE EXECUTIVE director 


of CSI several weeks ago sent 
me a listing of all Manpower 
projects he had handled during 
the year 
he operated 
the 


Manpower Program," Dunn 
said. "This is good and fine 
except that 22 of the projects 
listed were in clear violation of 
the program guidelines." 


He said CSI's performance 


for 
January, 
1972 through 


December, 1972 was audited by 
the Department of Labor and 
one 
of 
the 
main 
recom- 


mendations was that a complete 
restructuring and re-direction 
of the program was needed, 
particularly 
in selection 
of 


enrollees and development of 
work stations and training. 


The judge said the report 


indicated that there had been 
little evidence that concerted 
efforts were made to open up 
work stations with other private 
or 
public 
non-profit 
area 


agencies, although a review of 
the Corsicana telephone book 
showed over 30 possibilities. 


"CSI HAD a job placement 


rate of 38 per cent and the 
guidelines 
required 
65 
per 


cent," Dunn said. "The center 
was also informed that the 
enrollees in the Day Care 
Centers were only being used as 
staff rather than being provided 
with skill training and job op- 
portunities and that the practice 
should be stopped." 


"A lot of the work crew 


projects involved working on 
privately owned property and 
the guidelines prohibited such 
work." 


Dunn 
pointed 
out 
that 


although CSI had stated that the 
work of the clean-up program 
greatly 
enhanced 
the 
ac- 


ceptability of the agency, the 
Department of Labor, however, 
said the projects did not ac- 
complish the intent of the 
program. 


The judge said that according 


to the sponsor's handbook, the 
program 
was 
designed 
to 


provide meaningful work ex- 
perience 
and 
training and 


required the employing agency 
to endeavor to provide per- 
manent 
employment 
op- 


portunities for, and to hire, 
those persons 
who receive 


work-training and who qualify 
for such jobs. 


IN LISTING the findings, the 


judge said they were considered 
audit exceptions — acts not in 
accordance with the guidelines 
— which could lead under 
present 
regulations to 
the 


county repaying the money. 


"We are talking about getting 


the poor people off the welfare 
rolls with this program and 
making them useful citizens of 
the community," Dunn said. He 
said 
CSI's 
violations 
filled 


numerous pages and did not 
benefit the county. 


"Supervisors for the program 


claimed excessive hours, work 
station visits were not made 
with 
any 
regularity, 
and 


assignments were rarely in line 
with expressed interests." He 
added that older workers whose 
health, education, and ability 


seriously 
limited 
their 
job 


potential 
were 
placed 
as 


enrollees in positions where 
there was no likelihood of future 
job placement. 


THE COUNTY judge had 


earlier told the Daily Sun that if 
CSI was named as the local 
administrative sponsor of the 
manpower program he will "be 
forced to call for a federal 
audit." 


"I am not going to hand over a 


program to an agency that was 
put on probation for handling 
the same program previously," 


Dunn said. 


He said CSI was warned for 


two successive years by the 
Department 
of 
Labor 
to 


restructure the program before 
finally 
being 
placed 
on 


probation. 


THE JUDGE said the fin- 


dings he had for 1972 led to the 
subsequent removal 
of 
the 


Manpower Program from CSI 
in 1973. The 
commissioners 


court in August of 1973 voted to 
award the program to the Hunt 
County School Board. 


Vacek: Change in Philosophy 
Accounted for Audit Exceptions

Jerome Vacek, executive director of 


Community Services, Inc., told the City 
Commission Tuesday night his agency was in 
a position to administer the Manpower 
Program fully for Navarro County because of 
previous experience in spite of several 
negative findings by the Department of Labor 
which County Judge Rob Dunn cited. 


"A completely new philosophy of the 


program guidelines accounts for the audit 
exceptions found by the Department of 
Labor," Vacek said. Monitoring visits by the 
department are made twice a year and at the 
beginning of 1973, a new interpretation of 
existing guidelines since 1967 was placed as a 
basis for the report." 


HE SAID he wanted to "make it perfectly 


clear" that it was the new philosophy and 
interpretation that accounted for the items 
listed as "audit exceptions" in a monitor of 
the program.

of Governments, said that the guidelines had 
not changed significantly however in the last 
several years. 


"We knew what we were doing," Vacek 


said, "but we were trying to meet the needs of 
the community." 


"Our main concern was to satisfy the needs 


of the community and that was the first time 
the issue of working on private property was 
ever brought out by a monitor." He said the 


CSI had previously administered the $200,000 
program successfully. 


"YES, WE WENT on private property," 


Vacek said, "but we got these poor people out 
of the dirt, Judge Dunn. We put in waterlines, 
we installed lavatories, drainpipes, and 
helped haul away trash for people too poor 
and elderly to maintain the property them- 
selves." 


Vacek pointed out that no one else, the city 


nor the county, had fulfilled these needs, that 
if not attended, will deteriorate the ap- 
pearance of the city. 


"The Manpower Program 
has helped 


people to get out of the mud and dirt and we 
later complied with the requests of the 
Department of Labor," Vacek said. 


HE SAID THAT when he sponsored the 


program the county had about 36 persons 
earning their keep and performing their duty 
to this community. "Last year, the Hunt 
County School Board administered the 
program through COG and Navarro County 
had only seven or eight persons at work." 


Vacek said last year's administrators may 


have provided better positions, but "we were 
dealing with very disadvantaged people." 
"Some of our people couldn't see too well but 
they were getting the benefits of the 
program." 


He said the Hunt County School Board, 


however only picked out the persons with the 
most agility and ability to fill the seven or 
eight spots. 


"We may have skimmed the bottom but all 


these people were helped and after the 
monitor we cleared ourselves with the 
Department of Labor," Vacek said, 


Coal Companies, Miners to Talk Soon 


CENTRALIA, 111. (AP) 


Coal companies and miners will 
begin new contract negotiations 
some time this month, with 
each side hoping to sidestep a 
nationwide strike like the one 
that shackled the industry three 
years ago. 


"A lot of people have said 


that it's all but inevitable that 
we'll have a strike," Phillip 
Sparks, a spokesman for the 
120,000-member United Mine 
Workers, says. 


"But I think it's still too ear- 


ly to tell. Our opinion all along 
has been that the questions 
aren't going to be ones that 
can't be solved if both sides 
bargain in good faith." 


But some UMW officials have 


already accused the companies 
of foot dragging. They say the 
issues are so numerous and 
complex the talks should al- 
ready be under way if a pact is 
to be agreed upon by the time 
the current contract 
expires 


Nov. 12. No date for the first 
session has been set. 


Approved in 1971 during wage 


and price controls, the current 
contract is a source of bitter 
frustration for the miners. It 
provided pay hikes of $3 a day 
for the first year and $2 in each 
of the next two years. 


But last year inflation in- 


creased by 8.8 per cent and the 
$2 hike of 1974 amounted only 
to a raise of only 8.2 per cent. 
So, by the union's reasoning, 
the miners actually took a .6 
per 
cent 
cut. Meanwhile 


they've watched with envy the 
signing of attractive pacts by 
auto and steel workers.

—Sick leave. Miners are now 


entitled to none. 


—A substantial increase in 


the 80 cents per ton royalty to 
finance dental and eye care 
plus pension improvements. 


Mine owners, represented in 


the bargaining by the Bitu- 
monous Coal Operators Associ- 
ation, declined comment on 
contract items. 


"It would appear that we are 


negotiating in the newspapers," 
explained Bob Vines, a spokes- 
man for the operators. 


But in other forums the coal 


companies are talking of hard 
times when strict new federal 
air pollution guidelines and 


land reclamation standards for 
strip mining become effective. 


The industry says one-third of 


the nation's coal will be unu- 
sable with next year's air quali- 
ty regulations. 


Sparks says industry figures 


show production approaching 
record levels — about 620 mil- 
lion tons in 1974 — and owners 
are "going to have to give a 
piece of the pie to the men who 
mine the coal."

Workers Said Not Feasible Now 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - A 


new agreement on Mexican mi- 
grant workers with the United 
States is not feasible now or in 
the future, the U.S. Embassy 
said Tuesday night. 


The embassy advised Mexico 


such a program proposed ear- 
lier by the Mexican govern- 
ment could not be signed be- 
cause of farm unemployment in 
the United States. 


There was no 
immediate 


comment from the Mexican 
Foreign Ministry on the Ameri- 
can stance. 


The controversy involves hun- 


dreds of illegal Mexican mi- 
grant workers who enter the 
United 
States 
annually 
in 


search of work as farm field 
hands. 


These workers are known as 


braceros or wetbacks because 
many of them cross into the 
border by swimming the Rio 
Grande. 


The Mexican government es- 


timated recently that 
more 


than 600,000 of these aliens 
were deported from the United 
States in 1973. 


The American position was 


outlined in a press statement 
issued by the embassy in reply 
to a Mexican government pro- 
test June 19 demanding "fair 
and humane" treatment for the 
aliens and propising the agree- 
ment. 


"The United States govern- 


ment once again carefully con- 
sidered the possibility of a new 
agreement 
... 
The 
United 


States concluded that such a 
program ... is not at present 
or in the foreseeable future a 
feasible solution to the prob- 
lem," the embassy said.

chuckles 


noiselessly when he recalls toll- 
ing Nikita Khrushchev: "You 
know, for a peasant, you're a 
damned poor horse trader." 


Garst, now 7(1, expected an 


argument. But the Russian pre- 
mier responded with a grin. 


That visit 15 years ago was 


part of the pioneering role 
Garst believes he played in the 
development of detente between 
the United States and Russia. 


Today the tenacious Garst is 


again dealing with the Russians 
and telling them how to farm 
better. Since 1972, he's sold the 
Soviet Union 1,300 tons of hy- 


brid grain sorghum seed. He's 
trying to convince the Russians 
that hybrid grain sorghum will 
grow well in cold, northern 
Russia. 


Garst 
remains 
gregarious 


and vocal despite removal of a 
cancerous voice box in 1963. 
Now he speaks by nuzzling a 
battery-powered device into the 
deep folds of his throat. As he 
slowly exhales, his thoughts 
pour out in a flat, 
metallic 


monotone. 


"I turned what might have 


been a tragedy into a damned 
nuisance," he said, lifting the 
clasp on his bolo tie and ex- 
posing a dime-sized hole at the 


base of his throat, through 
which he breathes. 


Garst began trading with the 


Soviet Union, he said, "because 
I thought there should be more 
communication 
between 
the 


two countries." He packed his 
order book and went to Russia 
and Romania in 1955, and sold 
about $1 million worth of hy- 
brid seed corn. 


Hybrid seed corn had been a 


passion with Garst since 1930. 
Convinced that it would pro- 
duce greater yields than the old 
open-pollenated corn, he and a 
friend founded Garst & Thomas 
Co., now one of the world's 
largest hybrid seed corn oper- 


ations. Garst toured the Mid- 
west in the 1930s, convincing 
farmers to switch to hybrid 
seed corn. He was just as con- 
vincing with the Russians in 
1955. 


The trading venture reached 


an apogee on Sept. 23, 1959, 
when Khrushchev, his wife, 
daughters and an entourage of 
hundreds visited 
the Garst 


farm a mile east of Coon Rap- 
ids. 


They came to view what 


Communist nations considered 
unorthodox farming 
methods 


that might bolster their flag- 
ging 
agricultural 
efforts. 


Khrushchev was deposed in 


1964 and died in 1971. "I never 
went over to Russia nor corre- 
sponded with anybody during 
that period," Garst explains. 


"I wouldn't have wanted to 


go to the Soviet Union and not 
see Mr. Khrushchev after he 
had been demoted. It would 
have been embarrassing to him 
and to the people who demoted 
him." 


But in 1972 he urged Russia's 


agriculture minister, Vladimir 
Matskevich, to take a refresher 
course in American farming 
methods, and the minister ac- 
cepted the invitation. 


"I've entertained delegations 


from Chile and the Soviet Un- 


ion in the same day," Garst 
says of his current efforts. "I 
don't care about their politics 
or their religion. All I want to 
do is help people who want to 
learn." 


He said delegations that flock 


to his central-Iowa farm to 
view his farming methods "all 
have one thing in mind: they 
want to eat better." 


Garst delights in receiving 


agricultural delegations of any 
size. 


"I have a 17-year-old boy 


coming here. His father is the 
best geneticist in Hungary. The 
boy wants to take a peek at 
American 
agriculture 
and 


mechanization. 


"We have them all the time. 


The Germans are coming soon 
and a French delegation." 


His prevailing concern, he- 


says, is that agriculture can't 
provide sufficient world food 
unless backward nations are 
taught modern farming meth- 
ods and have access to hybrid 
seeds with their special growth 
characteristics. 


Garst admits to being out- 


spoken. "I'm always giving ad- 
vice to someone." 


Khrushchev 
was 
no 
ex- 


ception. Garst discussed keep- 
ing farm land in good shape by 
heavy fertilization, not crop ro- 
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tation. But he also talked poli- 
tics with the former Russian 
premier. That's when he made 
the "poor horse trader" re- 
mark. 


"I then pointed out to him 


that the U.S. was spending 10 
per cent of its gross national 
production on armament. 
I 


pointed out that we had at least 
twice as great industrial pro- 
ductiveness as the Soviet Un- 
ion. I said if he was going to 
compete with us in armament, 
he had to spend 20 per cent of 
Russia's gross capacity. 


"He countered: 'How would 


you like to have American air 
bases surrounding your coun- 
try?' 


"I said about as follows: 'I 


think you ought to be amused. 
Besides, you are making great 
progress ... and in my opinion, 
our maintenance of air bases is 
a waste of American funds and 
energies.' 


"He didn't argue. He only 


said: 'I never had anybody sug- 
gest that it was foolishness be- 
fore, but you make a pretty 
good case of it.'" 


Garst isn't a big man physi- 


cally, perhaps 
5-feet-10, but 


he's the most important man in 
Coon Rapids, a Corn Belt town 
of 1,381 persons. 


He greets visitors at the door 


to his modern office, part of the 
mainstreet headquarters of the 
sprawling Garst & Thomas Co. 


Garst's thinning, defiant gray 


hair, rumpled shirt and beltless 
trousers hitched high by sus- 
penders are misleading. His 
hawklike features are age-soft- 
ened, but he retains a tem- 
pered, imperious manner and 
an air of confidence that he is 
equal to any meaningful chal- 
lenge — such as coexistence 
with Russia.

ago modeled on the magazine,

Allison when asked if

Oh, we got off some good ones 
now and then, like the time a 
new guy came to school when 
the semester started, which was 
the middle of September, by the 
way, and enrolled as a senior, 
saying that he would have to 
write to California 
for 
his 


credits. In reality, he was a 
Marine home on a 10 day leave, 
and he knew he would be gone 
before 
those 
non-existent 


credits could be discovered. 


He was chock full of ideas, 


like the time he took a piece of 
sodium from the chemistry lab, 
wrapped it in several layers of 
paper and dropped it in a water 
closet in the boys locker. The 
locker entrance was by an 
outside door and an entrance 
way that led into the gym. We 
figured we would have time 
enough to get out the outside 
door before the water soaked 
through the paper. For any one 
who has not taken high school 
chemistry, sodium and water 
just do not go together. Anyway, 
we didn't make it. There was a 
noise like a shotgun going off, 
and lightning fast clouds of 
smoke that quickly filled the 
whole gym. 


That was our downfall, for it 


is next to impossible to get the 
smell of sodium smoke out of 
your clothes. All the principal 
had to do was line up all the kids 
that he figured were likely to be 
in on something like that and 
simply smell us. Boy did we 
catch it. Frank, the marine, got 
away with it at the time, but I 
suspect his commanding officer 
had a few things to say when the 
principal's letter reached him. 
Oh sure, Mr. Dawson found out 
about Frank when the credits 
didn't arrive and he did some 
checking with the people Frank 
was staying with. 


Then there was the time one 


of 
the 
kids brought 
some 


chewing 
tobacco 
into 
the 


sophomore home room, and 
nothing would do us, even some 
of the girls too, but that we try a 
small plug. The teacher was out 
of the room at the time and 
when she came back, we had all 
helped ourselves to a little 
pinch. She started to call the 
roll, and got nothing but closed 
mouth 
grunts. 
She 
knew 


something was wrong. Several 
of the girls held up their hands, 
pointed out the door, and left on 
the run. By that time Mrs. 
James had it out and after that, 
no one left the room for what 
seemed like hours. For a bunch 
of kids to chew tobacco for the 
first time was bad enough, but 
to have to do it without spiting, 
and then having to swallow it to 
boot, well that's something I 
don't think any of us will ever 
forget. When she finally did 
relent and let us out, I can tell 
you we all went, and we didn't 
waste any time either. To say 
we learned out lesson is cer- 
tainly 
an 
understatement. 


There sure were a 
lot of 


"green" complexions in class 
that day. 


The biggest trouble I had in 


school, though, was smoking. In 


those days, the principal and 
the teachers were in charge of 
us from the time we got there in 
the morning at 9 until we left at 
4 in the afternoon, including the 
lunch hour. We could go to town 
to eat at the local cafe, and most 
of us did, but we weren't sup- 
posed to smoke. Not at all, from 
nine till four. We used to do it 
anyway, 
of 
course, 
every 


chance we got. Trouble was, 
there was a member of the 
school board who ate at the 
same place we did, and when he 
saw us take a smoke, he would 
phone Mr. Dawson, the prin- 
cipal, while we were on our way 
back to school and that for- 
midable gentleman would be 
waiting at the front door when 
we got there. The punishment 
for smoking during the school

day was to be "campussed" for 
a while where we couldn't leave 
the school grounds even at noon. 


It got to be a routine with Mr. 


Dawson and me, so that he 
would be at the door when I got 
there. He would just say "Joe", 
and I would say "yes sir" and I 
would be campussed again. I 
think I still had three months 
campus 
to serve 
when 
I 


graduated, but he gave me my 
last month at school free. It was 
a graduation present, I guess. I 
still wonder how much more 
time I had left to serve before I 
was granted that reprieve, but 
its probably buried 
in his 


memoirs somewhere, so I'm 
sure I'll never know, which is 
probably just as well. It was all 
kind of fun though, and it was 
the best time 
of our lives 


although we never seem to 
know it at the time. I just hope 
the kids have as much fun now 
as we did, even if they do have 
to start a month earlier.

Ecologists Wonder about Real Success of World's Fair 
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visits bv champion Russian ice 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - 


Expo 
'74, 
America's 
only 


world's fair planned for the 
1970's, apparently is a financial 
success. 


Perched 
on 100 acres of 


island and river bank in the 
center of Spokane, the 
fair 


thrives halfway through its six- 
month run. Since opening day 
May 4, about 3 million people 
have come through the turn- 
stiles and $12 million has been 
collected. 


"We're financially somewhat 


more successful than we ex- 
pected," said Peter Spurney, 
Expo's 
39-year-old 
general 


manager. "We still have a con- 
siderable time to go before we 


can assume that all our obliga- 
tions will be met. But all in- 
dications are that they will be." 


Money already has been set 


aside to pay back half of the 
approximately $7 million in 
bonds and loans originally in- 
vested in the fair, Spurney 
said. The break-even point had 
been set at 4.8 million visitors. 
Now nearly 6 million are ex- 
pected by closing day on Nov. 
3. 


Expo '74 cost $80 million to 


build. Except for the original $7 
million investment, the cost 
was borne by the nine foreign 
and 43 domestic exhibitors. 


While Expo '74 shines finan- 


cially, its social message, "Cel- 


ebrating 
Tomorrow's 
Fresh 


New 
Environment," 
strikes 


most ecologists as bland. 


The greatly-promoted Envi- 


ronmental Symposia series — 
once described by Spurney as 
the "soul of the fair" — was to 
have attracted leading environ- 
mentalists from several coun- 
tries to discuss ecological prob- 
lems and to formulate solu- 
tions. Very few came. The ses- 
sions are described by special- 
ists as essentially a review of 
what's already known. 


"We always recognized that 


the symposia series would be in 
competition with the fair it- 
self," Spurney now explains. 


Expo's festive, band-playing 


atmosphere has dispelled what- 
ever doubts the citizens of Spo- 
kane might have had that a 
city of only 180,000 could stage 
a world's fair successfully. Res- 
taurants and hotels are jam- 
med. Single hotel rooms have 
jumped from a pre-fair $15 a 
night to $22. 


Spokanites now have a per- 


manent 2,700-seat opera house 
and convention center built as 
part of the Washington State 
exhibit. The $11.5-million U.S. 
pavilion, a conical, modernistic 
structure, might also remain. 


The fair site is to become a 


huge downtown park, although 
some would like the city to per- 
mit limited development in the 


park. About $300 million, most 
of it private funds, lias been 
spent to modernize the sur- 
rounding downtown area. Until 
Expo, it was a rundown section 
of the city whose newest build- 
ings were constructed around 
the turn of the century. 


The owner of Spokane's mi- 


nor league baseball team com- 
plained that the fair was killing 
attendance. He said that his 
Pacific Coast League team, 
with home game attendance 
figures in the 100-to-200 range, 
might have to move elsewhere. 


"Everything in this town is 


Expo," the frustrated owner 
said. "No one is concerned 
about what happens later." 


There have been other fric- 


tions. 


A band of gypsies left the 


fair's Folklife Festival ahead of 
schedule because Expo officials 
refused to allow them to accept 
money for telling fortunes. 


Protestors decrying the kill- 


ing of whales by two exhibiting 
nations — the Soviet Union and 
Japan — were denied access to 
the fair under Bureau of Inter- 
national Exposition rules ban- 
ning political activity. How- 
ever, fair officials insisted that 
the Russians permit into their 
pavilion people wearing shirts 
with printed slogans protesting 
the treatment of Soviet Jews. 


The U.S. pavilion has drawn 


crowds, especially to its show- 
ing of the 1MAX movie, so 
named because the six-story 
screen on which it is projected 
is considered the maximum 
area the eye can assimilate. 
The film's environmental mes- 
sage is conveyed by such shock 
scenes as a panoramic view of 
a quiet desert suddenly overrun 
by 4,000 motorcyclists. 


Also popular has been the 


Russian pavilion, where the So- 
viets — exhibiting in the United 
States for the first time since 
1939 — outline environmental 
problems and socialist solu- 
tions. 


Two of the most popular en- 


tertainment events have been 


visits by champion 
skaters 
and 
gymnasts, 
in- 


cluding Olympic gold medal 
winner Olga Korbutt. The 200 
Russians working at the pavi- 
lion have kept to themselves. 
They live as a group in an 
apartment building and a mo- 
tel. 


Spurney, a mechanical engi- 


neer and community developer 
from Chevy Chase, Md., once 
encouraged his staff by telling 
them "world's fairs are fun." 
He now says that running a fail- 
is anything but easy, but he 
hopes to keep his management 
team together to run other ex- 
positions 
and 
Bicentennial 


events.

Two Killed as Railroad 
Tank Car Explodes, Bums 


WENATCHEE, Wash. (AP) 


— A railroad tank car appar- 
ently carrying volatile ammo- 
nium nitrate exploded in a 
mighty blast which shot auto- 
sized chunks of debris through 
the air, killing two persons. 


Sixty-six others were injured 


in the explosion on Tuesday, six 
of them seriously, authorities 
said. 


The blast touched off fires and 


flattened at least 12 nearby 
homes. Several other homes 
within a mile of the explosion 
were damaged in the blast near 
a Burlington Northern Railroad 
switching station about three 
miles from the downtown area 


of this central Washington com- 
munity of 17,000. The town calls 
itself the Apple Capital of the 
World. 


Several box cars were de- 


stroyed, and power and tele- 
phone sevice were knocked out. 


"Thank God it happened dur- 


ing the noon hour or more per- 
sons would have been hurt," 
said Wenatchee Fire Chief Glen 
Harris. 


Authorities said one of the 


dead was David M. Jones, a 
railroad switchman. The second 
was an unidentified transient. 


Fire authorities said they had 


not determined the cause of the 
explosion.

VASSIIJA, Cyprus (AP) - 


Greek Cypriot troops pulled 
back without firing a shot and 
dragging their wounded with 
them today, as Turkish in- 
fantrymen launched fresh at- 
tacks behind a continuing artil- 
lery barrage along the northern 
Cyprus coast. 


"Our Greek officers told us 


not to fight back," said a tall, 
unshaven national guardsman, 
as he stood with Western news- 
men and watched shellfire 
bursting amidst the hotels and 
vacation homes of Vassilia, 12 
miles west of the Turkish en- 
clave of Kyrenia. 


The attacks were a contin- 


uation of Turkish onslaughts 
that began 24 hours earlier 
against the two nearby major 
population centers of Lapithos 
and Karavas. 


The Turkish attacks had not 


only overrun Karavas and Lap- 
ithos, but spilled over to Vas- 
silia three miles further west.

across the parched hilltops. 


The fighting was the second 


major Turkish drive in five 
days along the western Kyrenia 
mountains. 
The 
rocky out- 


croppings and mountain vil- 
lages there offer a strategic 
view of Kyrenia, captured by 
the Turks in the first days of 
the invasion. 


Meanwhile, U.S. Assistant 


Secretary of State Arthur Hart- 
man met on Tuesday with 
Greek leaders in Athens. He is 
trying to bring Greece and Tur- 
key back to the Geneva confer- 
ence table on Thursday, when 
the talks are scheduled to re- 
sume. 


Greece, Turkey and Britain, 


guarantors of Cyprus' inde- 
pendence under a 1960 treaty, 
signed the cease-fire agreement 
on June 30 that has been large- 
ly ineffectual.

U.S. Withdraws Warplanes 
From Nationalist China 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has quietly with- 
drawn half of its F4 Phantom 
jet warplanes stationed in Na- 
tionalist China at a time when 
mainland China has started 
basing missile-firing boats near 
the Taiwan Straits. 


Defense officials, acknowl- 


edging the pullout of a squad- 
ron of 18 Air Force F4s in late 
July, said there was no con- 
nection between the two events. 


These officials said the with- 


drawal of the F4 squadron to 
the 
Philippines 
had 
been 


planned for some time. 


They noted that the Air Force 


still has a squadron of Phan- 
toms on Taiwan and that the 


United States remains com- 
mitted to defend Nationalist 
China from attack, even while 
seeking improved relations with 
the People's Republic of China. 


The second F4 squadron is 


expected to be shifted in about 
a year, probably to Okinawa. 


The two squadrons of F4s 


were sent to Taiwan in late 
1972 to help protect the island 
republic after Nationalist China 
agreed to lend about 40 U.S.- 
built F5 fighters to South Viet- 
nam. 


About 20 F5s have now been 


returned to the Nationalist Air 
Force on Taiwan after being 
reconditioned, Pentagon 
offi- 


cials said.

I've 
tried to form a routine so that I 
will not forget to take the pill. 
But things happen to upset my 
routine, then I become confused 
and uncertain whether or not I 
have taken that pill. 


If this happens, would it be 


better for me to take it and 
possibly unknowingly take two 
or would it be better to let it 
pass and possibly miss a day? 
What might the reaction be? My 
doctor said the effects of the 
medication do not show up for 10 
days, but this didn't answer my 
question. I have not been aware 
of any results of the medication, 
but being told I must have it, I 
have tried to be faithful about 
taking it. I'm 57 and slightly 
overweight, which I have been 
all my life. 


DEAR READER — Anyone 


who has to take pills regularly 
will be familiar with your prob- 
lem. Taking the pill will become 
so automatic that you forget 
whether you took the blamed 
thing or not. 


There is a solution for every- 


one for this problem. Just sit 
down with a stack of 31 en- 
velopes, any size you like, and 
number the days of the month 
on them. Then put the right pill 
or pills in each envelope for the 
month. Each day take your pill 
out of the right envelope. Then if 
you can't remember on the 19th 
of July whether you took your 
pill that morning or not, just 
look in the number 19 envelope. 
If it is still there you had better 
take it. If the envelope is empty 
you have already had it. You'd 
be surprised how many people 
can profit with this simple 
method. It eliminates all the 
confusion. 


The thyroid medicine you are 


taking is long acting so if you 
happen to miss one pill it won't 
be a disaster. The effects are 
leveled out over a period of 10 
days or more. If you miss an oc- 
casional pill or take an extra 
one it won't make much dif- 
ference. But, for proper balance 
you will need to be careful not to 
miss too many days or take too 
many extras. Why not try the 
envelope method and be safe 
and sure. And, you do need to 
keep on taking that thyroid. 
Without it you will become 
lethargic, have skin changes, 
and a host of problems related 
to being low on thyroid.

Some books sold as social 


security information are useful, 
but there are others that are 
inaccurate, 
misleading, 


overpriced, 
and 
deceptively 


advertised, according to David 
Helmer, social security office 
manager in Corsicana. 


"The 
Social 
Security 


Administration 
doesn't 


discourage the sale of com- 
mercial publications," Helmer 
said. "At the same time, we 
don't 
endorse 
any non- 


government 
publications. 


People can get free, accurate, 
up-to-date 
publications 
and 


other information about social 
security 
by contacting any 


social security office. 


Social security information is 


organized and illustrated in a 
different way in some com- 
mercial books, according to 
Helmer. "Some of them are 
well done," he said. "But the 
information 
in 
them 
isn't 


'secret' 
or 
'inside'. If ad- 


vertising suggest it is, the ad- 
vertising is false." 


Some advertising hints that a 


publisher has an official con- 
nection with the Social Security 
Administration and has access 
to 
social 
security 
records, 


according to Helmer. "This is 
never true," he said. "No ad- 
vertiser has access to other 
people's social security records. 
These records are confidential 
under the law." 


"Dramatic" 
claims 
from 


books 
can 
be 
misleading, 


Helmer said. For example: an 
advertisement says readers will 
learn 
how to collect $300 a 


month from social security at 
age 30 while you are working 
full time.' The book tells you 
what any social security office 
will tell you without charge: if a 
young father and mother are 
both 
working 
under social 


security and one dies, their 
children may get monthly social 
security payments."
